T he percentage of sighting reports 
which indicate UFO’s function under 
intelligent control, are the cases where a 
large object is operating with smaller 
objects. At times the large objects are 
seen to launch smaller objects and/or 
take them back on board, much the 
same as an aircraft carrier launches and 
receives air- craft at sea, only the UFO’s 
operate in the sl^. The large object is 
usually a long shape or described as 
cigar-shaped, while the smaller ones are 
invariably disc or circular in shape. 

On numerous occasions, when a number 
of small objects is observed, there is a 
cigar-shaped object near by. One of the 
earliest recordings of modern day 
”8atellite" cases occurred in the Summer 
of 1944, when three smaller discs were 
seen to be detaching themselves from a 
parent oval-shaped object over Grenada, 
Mississippi, USA. They moved away in 
different directions. 

During Autumn 1951, five smaller objects 
flew out of a large object. When the pilot 
pressed the radio button to report the 
sighting, the UFOs disappeared quickly. 
This incident occurred while in flight 
from Birmingham, Alabama, to 
Chattanooga, Tennessee. 

During 1952, engineers observed a 
parent object emitting five smaller 
objects from one. 

On April 29, 1952, hundreds of witnesses 
in Singapore witnessed a silver colored 
cigar shaped object emit bright lights 
which sped away in various directions. 
On July 23,1952, Aircraft plant employee 
watched a silver elliptical object over 


city, launch two smaller discs over Culver 
City, California. The disc circled area 
then flew back to the parent object which 
climbed straight up at high speed. 
August 27,1952, three witnesses at 
Denham, Bucks. England, saw a large 
object eject small object and later, two 
more flew out of the main object and 
flew off in different directions. 

October 27, 1952, hundreds of people at 
Gaillac, France, observed a parent cigar 
shaped object plus 16 discs with domes 
fly in pairs, zigging over the area, 
hair-like substance fell from the object. 
June 30th 1954, the well known 
encounter of BOAC Captain James 
Howard and his crew with a large object 
flying with six small objects. As an 
interceptor approached from Labrador, 
the small craft flew back to the parent 
object which flew away at a fast speed. 
September 14, 1954. Farmers at Vendee, 
France, observed a parent cigar object 
appear out of the clouds horizontally, 
tilted vertically, emitted shiny disc 
which spiralled around cigar, darted 
away; finally returned, re-entered cigar, 
which returned to horizontal, clew away 
into clouds. 

September 22, 1954, at.Fontainableu, 
France, a parent Guminous ball) emitted 
several smaller ball-like objects from 
underside, which flew away in all 
directions. As an airplane approached, 
large object rose into clouds at high 
speed. 

September 8,1957 at Offutt AFB. Omaha, 
Nebraska. Maj. Paul Duich and other 
officers observed an elongated object

with small dark objects maneuvering 
around it. Finally the formation moved 
away to the west. 

These cases are a sample of incidents 
taken from the UFO Evidence, compiled 
by Richard Hall. 

The following case (also in the ‘Evidence’) 
originated with VUFORS 
The incident occurred October 4, 1960, 
over Cressy, Tasmania, where an 
Anglican minister and his wife observed 
a parent cigar-shaped object with vertical 
bands operating with 5-6 smaller discs. 
Parent object descended from clouds, 
followed by discs which stopped around 
cigar object and finally rose rapidly into

Years later, during 1967, VUFORS 
arranged interview for Professor James 
McDonald with Rev. Browning and his 
wife, and in September 1973, an 
interview was arranged with same couple 
with Dr. J.Allen Hynek.

"There was definitely a mother ship and five or six flying saucers," said 
Rev. Browning. "First we saw a large dull-grey object about 300 feet long. It 
came at plane-stalling speed and seemed to pause." 

Rev. Browning estimated the speed of the ship at less ttian 30 ra.p.l*. Thu 
object was stationary for about 30 seconds. 

"Then out cf the clouds above and behind the shij^, five or six small discs 
came shooting at terrific speed." According to the minister they were approx¬ 
imately 30 feet across and flat underneath with a dome on top. The noisless 
mother ship had four vertical bands and at the bow there was a moving device 
like radar or propeller. 

The long ship and the saucers were seen for ^wo minutes. The mother ship 
as well as the smaller craft reversed their course and disappeared in the 
clouds. 

Rev, L. Browning stated the discs "came towards the ship like flat stones 
skipping alon^ water," This is very significant because Kenneth Arnold des¬ 
cribed the flight of nine flying saucers near Mt. Rainier, Washington in 19^7 
in almost the same terms. 

The clergyman and his wife were reticecrt about releasing this sighting un¬ 
til they heard other local residents' reports. The Civil Aviation Department 
seems to have taken this case seriously because of the background of the two 
principal observers and the testimony cf local residents, 

Mrs, Doris Bransden of Cressy said: "It was a fantastic sight - like a lot 
of little ships flocking around a bigger one," 

Two hours after the sighting loud explosions tock place in the locality, 

"It was like a bomb or an earthquake," Mr,Brad Spencer told the press. 

The aviation authorities stated there were no planes in the area at the time 
of Rev. Browning's sighting. 

It is a notable fact that the clergyman did not believe in the reality of 
flying saucers before his experience.

TASMANIAN UFO STIR IN CANBERRA 


The report of the Tasmanian clergyman, Rev.L.Browning, featured in this maga¬ 
zine was brought to the attention of the Feaeral Government by our Melbourne 
Co-Editor, Mr.Peter Norris, LL.D. who wrote this in the "Herald" on October 12: 

"Is the Federal Gavernment satisfied that unfriendly nations are not infringing 
Australian territorial sovereignty?" 

Hon. L.C.Haylen (Lab. N.S.W.) suggested to the Minister of Defence A.G.Town- 
ley on October I 3 that a Parliamentary committee be appointed to investigate 
flying saucers. 

On October 18 the question of the "foreign bodies known as flying saucqrs" 
came up in the Senate. Senator O'Byrne (Lab. Tasmania) wanted to know if flying 
saucers were investigated by the Defence Department and if they were part of 
Australia's own defence system. 

The Minister of National Development, Senator Spooner, 
stated that there had been no official comment on the objects. 
He also alluded to a "light-hearted exchange of views" which 
led him to believe the Minister of Defence did not regard 
them as "something upon which we should need to go to the 
lengths of re-modelling our defence system." 

On October 20 replying in the House of Representatives to 
G.W.A. Duthie (Lab.Tasmania) the Minister for Air F.M.Osborne 
said only three or four per cent of reported flying saucer 
sightings were unexplained. Mr.Osborne said nearly all reports 
had a perfectly normal basis. High-flying aircraft, weather 
balloons and stars had caused some of the sightings. 

While no one would question the correctness of the Minis¬ 
ter's explanation, it still remains obscure - under what 
category does Rev. Browning's noiseless JOO-ft. object come? 

It is apparent that the Air Minister's statement was of 
a general character. Rev.Browning's case was evaded in the 
SENATOR SPOONER Same manner as that of Rev.Gill in November,

However, Mr.Osborne admitted on November 17 that he had instructed the resi¬ 
dent Air Force officer in Tasmania, Wing Commander G. Weller to interview Mr. 
Browning. According to our information the R.A.A.F. listened to Rev.L.Browning 
very attentively and did not question the veracity 'of his story. In reply to 
Rev.Browning's query. Wing Commander Weller stated that the p.A.A.F. evaluation 
would not be available to him when completed. 


The Opposition Whip, Mr.Duthie, 
has forwarded to our Melbourne Co- 
Editor a letter from the Minister 
for Air, refusing his application 
for the Department's UFO files. 

No reasons were given for the refu¬ 
sal.

One of the most spectacular incidents to 
occur in Australia, was the multi-witness 
observation - from 11.30p.m. 13th 
December 1977, to the wee hours of the 
14th. - twelve observers climbed to top of 
a milking shed to watch the awesome 
operation of unknown objects. The 
general public first learned of the 
encounter from the Australian Post as 
compiled by Jan Werner-Hente in their 
February 9, 1978 edition. 

Sightings of large cigar shaped objects 
continue even as this article is being 
prepared for our September 1992 edition. 
But before this current UFO activity, let 
us look at other reports from the past. 

1st December 1984 at 9.10 am; This 
report is from the RAAF files in Canberra: 
A metallic silver grey cigar-shaped object 
that was stationary for about 7 minutes, 
then slowly descended for a few seconds, 
then shot off to the west at incredible

12 February, 1984, an Officer from 
RAAF, interviewed a man who made a 
report to the RAAF. The man said he 
saw a cigar-shaped object at Coogee 
Beach, NSW, at about 10.15 pm. Object 
was very large, moved around the head 
to middle of bay then back to head again. 
Moving very fast and changing colours - 
red, white and orange. The witness then 
followed object in car to Maroubra. The 
lights went off, he then sighted it again 
at Malaba Point, then it moved inland. 

17th December 1984 at 1500 (3 pm) 

From RAAF files - Canberra. 

A pilot observed a missile shaped object 
with tapered body coming to sharp 
conical point at nose and cut off rear 
section with Tins”. The pilot considered 
it to be not unlike a cruise missile which 


speed. The object was about the same 
size of a 727 Aircraft, but had no wings 
or tail section. When it moved there was 
no sound and no vapour trail. The 
sighting was made by a witness located 
at Endeavour Esplanade at 
Scarboroughm, Queensland.

sighted by natives of Minjaland 
Community from Coburg Peninsula, 
South of Point David. Strange lights 
appeared to be stationary and were 
observed all night until 10,00 hours. 
Among the lights was a silver elongated 
shaped object which appeared to have an 
antenna poking out of it, was also sighted 
hanging in the air like a helicopter. The 
object departed when an aircraft arrived 
in the area. The incident upset the 
Minjaland Community and the advisor 
requested feedback to allay concern. 

A Ranger at Black Point reported that 
he sighted a similar cigar shaped object 
on 24th December. 

In past years, unexplained objects have 
hovered over atomic plants and storage 
areas as well as violated air space over 
Military Establishments. They have 
been chased by military aircraft with 
inferior capability. 

13th-24th September, 1952, during 
NATO maneuvers. Operation Mainbrace, 
Unknown Objects were also performing 
in the skies. This was the largest 
operation up until that time. Eight 
NATO governments were involved, in 
the vicinity of Denmark and Norway. 

On September 20th, a photographer 
aboard the US Aircraft carrier, Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, took photographs of a 
silver spherical object. The photos were 
examined by Naval Intelligence Officers 
and reported to be excellent. It is a 
known fact that enemy nations shadow 
each others maneuvers. However, 
incidents occur where the mystery objects 
outfly aircraft from any nation. 

In 1973 Unidentified Flying Objects 
violated air space over Pine Gap in the 
Northern Territory and there have been 
several appearances of UFOs over 


defence bases, of the most notable being 
in Kirtland Air Force Base during 1980. 
A report was referred to me from a RAAF 
source concerning an incident which 
occurred Saturday 14th January 1989 
about 2.20 am within 25km of Canberra. 
A lady repiorted a cigar-shaped object, 
flying slowly at a low level near Burra 
Creek. The object was described as 
being as large as a house. It had one 
large blue light at the front end with 
four evenly spaced white circular lights 
along the side. I interviewed the witness 
a few days later. She fled the scene 
after or three minutes of observation. 
There was no aircraft activity in the 
area at that time. 

Last March, we received a letter dated 
14th from as lady who stated that on 
20th of October, while fishing with her 
husband and son, witnessed UFO’S 
flying around. This was the day before 
Frederich Valentich observed the cigar 
shaped object. 

Beginning on the 3rd May this year, 

UFO reports from Northern Victoria 
were on the increase in sufficient 
numbers to motivate a visit to that area 
for private interviews with observers. 
The first interview was with two 
witnesses who reported two ”L"-shaped 
light beams out over the Waranga Basin 
near Murchison. One person managed 
to photo the beams. An analysis will 
eventually be made. 

A photograph of three orange lights in a 
triangle formation, but the photographs 
showed up in the photo as pin points. 
Two other reports emerged of orange 
light beams, two of them a km in length. 
These reports came from separate 
sources.

Mr Paul 
Norman, of Melbourne, has been 
flat ont talking to witnesses, get¬ 
ting signed testimonials, tapes, 
photographs, soil samples — then 
rushing all the evidence off to the 
U.S. to be examined bg experts. 
Sixty-one-year-old Mr Norman, a 
retired engineer from the U.S.. 
says this part of Australia is the 
“hoi“ area for UPO reports. 

The most graphic and best 
docnmented report on UFOs 
comes from the Victorian dairy 


of Lcitchoille, in the 
Murray irrigation area, Jnst in- 
ride the Victorla-NSW border. 

In Che “LetlchviUe incident'’, not 
one but POUR UFOs were sighted 
by a group of at least 12 people. 

On the night of December 13-14. 
the group watched spellbound as 
a motfu^hip and three smaller 
objects gave a spectacular four- 
hour performarux. 

Just 10 days earlier, one of the 
witnesses, Mr Tom Church, had 
found a mysterious circular patch 
in a paddock — possibly a UFO 
landing nest. 

The burnt ring was 38cm wide 


It was orange-red, about 
(apparent) size of Die moon, 
d gar-shaped. 

From home, Mrs Church rang a 
friend nearby, who came • 
running with a group of other 
people. They took up a vantage 
point near their cow shed 
and watched in disbelief. 

After the UPO stopped, three 
smaller objects delaclied them¬ 
selves. 

OBJECT No. 1 travelled south, 
followed Bullock Creek, then 
stopped between Pyramid Hill and 
ML Hope. It travelled about 25 km 
in two minutes, the observers esti¬ 
mated. 

OBJECT No. 2 flew south, then 
zig-zagged and appeared to be 
"ll(•dKe-hoppinK” al about ground 


level. At one stage lights bright¬ 
ened. it shot into the air. then 
plummeted back again. 

OBJECT No. 3 went south, then 
stopped halfway between the • par¬ 
ent” and object No. 2. 

All three were launched within 
about five minutes. 

When the four were ptmtioned. 
they all started to change color 
rapidly — from orange to bright 
red, to bluish green, whitish blue 
— as if they were signalling to 
one another. 

Then, to add to the spectacular 
space show, tiie watchers saw a 
“meteor shower" with about 12 to 
15 fantastically bright meteors in 
an hour. 

They resembled orange lighLs 
which burned up after three to 
five seconds. Some curved 
upwards before burning out.

Some lights reported were definitely 
associated with Army Maneuvers which 
were in progress at the time. However, 
interest was at a peak and reports of 
UFO's definitely NOT associated the 
Army activity were produced. 

During March, witness could not recall 
the exact date, a white arc (like rainbow) 
was observed under which an orange 
light hovered, above the ground. The 
light sped toward the observer to within 
about ”50 feet” before it sped away. 

On Easter Sunday, near Devenish. a 
husband and wife watched a green 
erratic-moving light for 2 to 3 minutes 
before it sped away. 

But the most significant information to 
come out of the recent spate was multi 
witness observation of a large 
cigar-shaped object which the Army did 
not realize was operating in the area. 
Follow-up interviews will continue as 
time and funds permit. 


Not long ago, I viewed a video of an 
aluminium coloured cigar- shaped object 
flying faster than an aircraft. It had no 
visible means of propulsion - wings. The 
object was filmed in daylight. It is hoped 
the owner .will agree to submit the video 
for analysis. 

It is an unforgettable fact, that Frederich 
Valentich was describing one of these 
cigar or long shaped objects just before 
his disappearance while flying over Bass 
Strait at 7.12pm on October 21st, 1978. 
Considering the many incidents where 
large cigar shaped UFO's have been 
seen taking on board smaller objects, it 
is within the capability of these mystery 
objects to take on board an ordinary 
aircraft.

The Mystery of Frederick Valentich 

T wenty-year-old Frederick Valentich had always wanted to be an Air Force pilot To assist him in 
his ambition, he joined the Air Training Corps and gained his private pilot’s licence. Sadly, before 
he was able to join the Royal Australian Air Force and fly sophisticated military jets, he disappeared 
under the most unusual circumstances in a Cessna 182. 

His disappearance in Bass Strait, on 21 October 1978, was surrounded in mystery as no other case in 
recent years. It made people consider the possibility of interference by an unidentified flying object 
(UFO). Was a UFO responsible for his disappearance or did he simply become disoriented and crash ? 
The question remains unanswered, but there are some fascinating facts to examine. 

I can remember the incident well because I was inundated with media calls wanting to know the 
RAAF’s reaction. At the time, I was the RAAF’s Support Command Public Relations Officer in 
Melbourne, and I happened to be at RAAF Base Pearce, near Perth, Western Australia, the day after 
the disappearance. I was in the Instructor’s Crew Room when the first of many calls from Australian 
and overseas media hit the switchboards. I had not yet been given a brief from the RAAF intelligence 
officers and could only judge what had happened by the graphic descriptions of journalists eager to 
pick up the inside story. 

The case attracted enormous national interest, especially because not one piece of wreckage was 
sighted, in spite of an extensive search. There was even speculation about Valentich’s real reason for 
flying to King Island. Did he make up the radio calls and secretly land his aircraft somewhere on the 
mainland ? Rumours were rife and some of the less respectible press began to have a field day. 

The media contacted UFO groups, who are widely perceived by many members of the public as cranks 
with a highly developed sense of imagination. In such a highly emotive case as the loss of a young man 
in mysterious circumstances, stating that a UFO could be invovled made objective assessment 
extremely difficult. 

I had previously come into contact with two members of the Victorian UFO Research Society, Paul 
Norman and Judith Magee, when th^ visited my office in Melbourne. Initially I saw them out of 
politness, rather then from any real interest. However, I found they were not cranks and that th^ 
took their research very seriously. They acknowledged that many sightings could be explained by 
natural phenomena and that some could be dismissed as spurious. They were both given access to our 
’UAS’ reports (Unusual Aerial Sighting), some of which are listed below. 

To confound the mystery a little further, two other aircraft had disappeared in Bass Strait in 
mysterious circumstances. On 24 December 1969, Peter Phillips, aged twenty-nine, disappeared 
without trace. He was flying a low-wing Fuji home for Christmas from King Island, Tasmania, to 
Moorabbin, Victoria. According to Department of Aviation officials, Phillips’ last transmission stated 
that he was about eight kilometres from Cape Otway, Victoria, at an altitude of 1000 feet when his 
engine began to give trouble. The Fuji is believed to have crashed into the sea, but no trace of the pilot

or the aircraft waa ever found. 

On 8 September 1972 a Tiger Moth biplane disappeared between Hobart and Flinders Island in Bass 
Strait. Although the Tiger Moth was a World War II RAAF trainer aircredt, it was considered very 
reliable with its massive inverted Gypsy Mayor engine. 

But what happened to Frederick Valentich ? An intensive air-and-sea search failed to find any sign of 
him or his aircraft. The chances of his aircraft disappearing without a trace were very remote. A 
former Director of Air Force Safety, Air Commodore Bruce Lane, said there was a strong possibility 
that some part of the wreckage resulting from a light-aircraft crashing into the sea would float. Seat 
cushions, life preservers and light plastic accessories will float for a considerable period of time after 
an accident. ’Even if the aircraft breaks up after hitting the water, partially empty fuel tanks can keep 
wings afloat.’

Dave said that the nearby town of Ipswich frequently had reports of high-speed lights from civilians. 
He mentioned that his fellow pilots were very reluctant to report UAS phenomena while in flight for 
fear of ridicule. During an exercise neeir the atomic test site at Maralinga, South Australia, Dave 
spoke to Aboriginal elders about their dreamtime and min min (spirit lights). He was intrigued by 
their description of the high-speed lights often seen north of Maralinga. However, the younger 
Aborigines scoffed a bit at their elders and said there was a simple reason for the min min lights - they 
were UFOs I 

Much has been written about the rocket range and some of the strange occurrences there. Was the 
former Chief Defence Scientist referring to Group Captain Tom Dalton-Morgan’s sighting at the 
Wommera rocket range, in the late 1950s, when he spoke to Shamus O’Farrell? I met Tom and his 
vivacious wife. Dee, in Sydney prior to leaving for the United Kingdom to take part in the ’Fiftieth’ 
celebrations in September 1990. The RAAF flew fourteen Battle-of-Britain aircrew back to participate 
in the celebrations, and the subsequent three weeks with the veterans and their wives was an 
inspiring, happy and joyous occasion - a time to spin yams and laugh about the outrageous, but also a 
time for sober reflection on the senseless waste always associated with war. It was often difficult to get 
the veterans to talk about the realities of combat, and it took time and the occasional beer for them to 
release what were often painful memories. 

It must be remembered that in the late 1960s the West was paranoid and extremely sensitive about 
Russian activities and their advancement in missile and aircraft technology. Percy's concern was, 
therefore, understandable. The early warning gave Tom and his team sufficient time to move out onto 
the balcony from the elevated control room and view the unusual incoming light. His team, both 
curious and apprehensive, watched the object fly from the north-west then orbit around the range 
buildings about five miles to the south When it was east of the control building, it appeared to 
accelerate and climb away to the north-east at a very steep angle Only the unusually bright, 
white-greenish light was visible because of the dark night. No vehicle could be seen, although Tom 
mentioned that he had the impression the light emanated from ’a cupola-like cabin raised slightly 
above the invisible fuselage’. Tom estimated the speed at more than Mach 2, ’well beyond the 
capability of any current aircraft’. 

Has young Frederick Valentich discover the truth through the friendly occupants of a UFO? This 
sounds too fantastic to be believed, but so did space travel until recently. Will we ever find out the 
truth about Frederick Valentich? Was he caught in a time warp and thrown into the future?

CROP CIRCLES - CONCLUSIVE 
EVIDENCE?

T he latest book on Crop Circle formations for readers interested in keeping up to date 
with world wide developments in this field. 

iUthough Australia has experienced no pictograms as those in England, there are several 
similar characteristics associated with the fonnations, such as the basic circular swirl of 
the crops either in a clockwise or counter clockwise direction. 

I do not know of any circle in Australia, where an object has been reported on the ground, 
that did not show a color change, i.e. green, yellow, orange or brown. On some occasions in 
^gland, lights and/or objects have been seen hovering or flying over the circles, but seldom 
if ever, seen on the ground. 

In some locations, animal reactions have been noted, as at Lapworth, West Midlands, 
where twenty five sheep were found wandering around, nervous and frightened, in a 
different field. One hundred baby pheasants were also missing and their pens had been 
flung open by some force. The leaves on a nearby oak tree, facing the circle had turned 
yellow-green, the same color as the vegetation on the rim of a circle in Victoria. 

From time to time suggestions have been made that mathematical patterns and geometric 
formations will be the first indication of intelligent communication fi-om other world beings. 
During August 1991, Pilot Cherry Downes flew over a wheat field in Cambridgeshire, 
where he saw a startling form known as the MANDELBROT SET, created in that field. 

The crop formation described as a mathematical pattern caused excitement among 
scientists, mathematicians and computer programmers, who recognized the pattern could 
be expressed in terms of the Chaoa Theory, fractals, computer technology and infinity. 

The "MANDELBROT" pattern was only discovered by Mandelbrot while employed by 
IBM, a few years ago, during the course of research into Chaos Theory. 

The formation is not the work of some delirious drug crazed artist, but the result of a single 
mathematical procedure which can be implemented on a home computer. 

This is either earth-bound intelligence operating without detection, or non-human 
intelligence which is deliberately trying to open a channel of communication.

“It had high and low 
Dcams coming out of it as it rotat¬ 
ed. The horses and dogs were 
very upset, the children went hy¬ 
peractive and the TV picture 
rolled, which are all quite normal 
UFO reactions," Mr Spiro said. 

Also on Monday a Hsherman at 
Buddina Beach watched a very 
bright orange-red UFO off the 


coast. 

The Maroochydore woman said 
yesterday that she had no expla¬ 
nation for the UFOs she saw, oth¬ 
er than the fact that they were 
alien spacecraft. 

“They were heading towards 
Nambour, heading inland. At first 
1 thought they were planes, but 
they were silent and very quick." 

Mr Spiro said the cigar-shaped 
craft were “motherships" and car¬ 
ried the smaller disc-type UFOs. 

“There must be ‘ a base some¬ 
where around here. Those cigar¬ 
shaped ones are really some¬ 
thing," he said. 

He said there were recorded 
sightings of similar UFOs on the 
Sunshine Coast in 1966, 1983 ahd 
last year.

HIGH Sn^ANGENFS AND NUMEHJUS SIGHTINGS IN 
THE "ARGENTTINE TRIANGLE” 

Since mid-July, numerous UFO sightings and 
related phenomena have been observed in and 
around the city of Victoria, in the Argen¬ 
tine province of Ditre Rioe. Lights cross¬ 
ing the sky, actual craft and even extra¬ 
terrestrials have been seen and extensively 
photographed at Victoria during August. A 
television crew has reportedly filmed the 
landing of a craft. 

UPO researchers are arriving in Victoria 
from all over the world. Even NASA has 
sent technicians loaded down with equip¬ 
ment. In mid-August extraterrestrials were 
reportedly observed debarking from a landed 
UFO. An intense light was emanating from 
the craft, impeding observations of eyewit¬ 
ness, who described the beings as very 
tall.

at Victoria—and the other in Uruguay." 

FVjrther reports claim that a number of in¬ 
habitants from remote villages in the 
sightings region have inexplicably disap¬ 
peared after they had gone in search of the 
mysterious lights.

27th SHAHRIVAR 1355, 11.00 pm. 

Some citizens contacted Tehran 
Mehrabad Airport tower control informing 
them about an unidentified, bright 
object above SIED KHANDAN & SHARIEATI 
STREET. Tower control, after contacting 
an F4 fighter plane, which was 
patrolling in the Tehran sky, made sure 
that the unidentified object was in the 
air and then ordered the fighter plane 
pilot to follow it. 

The report which came back said that 
the unidentified object was changing its 
position rapidly at high speed and 
changing colour as it changed in shape 
and profile. 

At 1.00 am, the unidentified object 
had gone to the south of Tehran and by 
2.30 - 4.00 am had landed in the Tehran 
southern desert of Shahr Ray. The 
fighter pilot reported that the gunnery 
system of the aircraft was not working 
and some disturbance [sic] had been seen 
in the system. 

This was the first and only UFO report 
which was investigated and compiled in 
the year 1355 [1976] in Iran. Before and 
after the above date there were many 
reports of people seeing UFOs, including 
some close approaches by some. 

At Esfand in Feb. 1356 [1977], there 
was another UFO which went from the 
south to the north of Tehran. This 
object was detected by a commercial 
pilot on route from Tehran to Shiraz. On 
the 24th Tir, 1357 [15 June, 1978] the 
same [pilot] reported to NIRTV and 
Mehrabad Airport ATC of another 
unidentified object seen in the Tehran 
sky changing in colour from pink, blue, 
yellow to white and moving from one spot 
to another. Another report in a Kihan 
newspaper on 26th Ordibehesht, 1356 [16 
May, 1986] a bright object was seen 
above the western part of the mountains 


north of Tehran and to which occurrence 
1 personally witnessed. 

3 000 metres from my house in Shahr 
Ziba a large, bright object had appeared 
for about 10 minutes and, after loosing 
its brightness, disappeared, only to 
reappear some minutes later at an 
elevation of 20® in the north-west. 
Bright, enormous and changing colour 
from red, yellow to red and white whilst 
in motion, after a further 15 minutes it 
disappeared but perhaps this 
disappearance was due to the war 
situation between Iran and Iraq; the 
airforce, thinking this was an enemy 
plane, was ordered to fire upon the 
object.

Revolutionary Disruption

series of documented reports and stories 
about UFOs and stated that most of those 
reports were translations from foreign 
newspapers and magazines and were 
baseless, imaginary and untruthful 
stories. 

During those years there were no 
committees or organisations to 
investigate the UFO phenomenon as 
novel technology and, at times, due to 
the customary hostility, the people 
thought the subject of UFOs as an 
international joke coming from the 



After the Islamic Revolution the 
subject of UFOs was forgotten and has 
not been mentioned in the newspapers 
or other media sources. The Iranian 
Government, in a TV broadcast on 
Channel I, . Monday I4th of Azar, 1367, 
[5th Dec. 1988] at 9.45 pm stated that 
any research on this subject is a waste 
of time as UFO stories are untrue and 
went on to say that the Danesh Group on 
Channel 1, Iranian TV which produced 
the programme and who call for 
research into the subject of UFOs, are 
making propaganda on behalf of the USA 
and USSR. It is a . matter of interest 
that Mr. Mirfaghartti, who was the 
compere and producer of the programme, 
was the same person who, before the 
revolution, enthusiastically encouraged 
research into the subject and was the 
only person presented the NASA Memo to 
the two commercial pilots mentioned 
above, but today is refusing to have 
anything to do with the subject; why is 
he doing this? 


The fact of the matter concerning what 
the Iranians think of UFOs is related to 
the social and educational thinking 
status of the 'system'. Iranians are a 
people who possess a religious posture 
the effect of which, especially after 
the Islamic Revolution, has become 
enlarged and complicated. Moreover, due 
to the Iranian Government's attitude 
towards the subject of UFOs, the 
emphasis has been on the religious bias 
and propaganda. Thus, the reason why the 
Iranian people are so negative towards 
the subject is not too difficult to 
understand, having as they do no 
information as to the real situation of 
the matter. 

In any way, the fact is that UFOs are 
an educational and technical phenomenon 
and is not the sole property of any 
special person or group. Consequently, 
you must agree that my colleagues and 1 
have many problems concerning the 
research and investigations into the 
matter. 

There may come a day when people will 
believe me when they see a UFO landing 
on their roof which will remove them 
from the sceptical frame of mind to that 
which I call the bravery of acceptance 
of arMialiry.

His immediate thoughts were that he was witness 
ing the beginning of a nuclear war and was 
bracing himself for the shockwave. This 
quickly changed to the possibility of a lightn¬ 
ing flash but when no sound was heard he dis¬ 
missed it. His mother was in the bathroom 
at midnight and the flash illuminated the 
interior of the bathroom and the sky outside. 

One odd fact to this aspect of the story,

Friday midnight or Saturday midnight.' 

As I was going to find out, the next two days 
were to be busy ones. 

On Sunday morning, I received a phone call 
from Philipe Morlet telling me of UFO sightings 
that had occurred on Saturday evening, the 
2nd of May. He heard it on ABC Radio. I called 
the Chief of Staff and was told that hundreds 
of reports have flowed in about a green object 
which lit up large areas on the ground. The 
green light was seen as far south as Northern 
NSW, as far west as Toowpomba and Dal by, and 
as far north as Maryborough. 1 was also told 
of orange lights which were seen over the 
Loganholme-Beenleigh area. A few names wrare 
mentioned but 1 was unablo to obtain any phone 
numbers or addresses. That Sunday and the 
following Monday, wm interviewed 13 people 
It was also discovered that we were dealing 
with four separate events that long weekend. 
Later, that would increase slightly. 


Len of Loganholme reported: 

*2 was fishing at the Logan River when I 
saw four objects in the north-west. They 
were moving to the south-west. * 


Darrell. 26, and his girlfriend Gail. 29. 
made the following statements: 

"fly girlfriend and 1 were trawl I ing 
east on Concorde Ave, Loganholme. when 
I noticed four bright orange lights. 

I told my girlfriend to stop the car. 

I said, 'Uhat is that?' and she said, 
'I don't know.' Ue watched it for a couple 
of minutes and I said to Gail, 'Drive 
home and 1 will go and show it to Jim* 
our next door neighbour. I was still 
observing it while Gall was driving and 
it seemed to be following us. My next 
door neightbours came out and could not 
believe what they were seeing . Ue watch¬ 
ed it for about fifteen minutes until 
it f^ded out. moving slowly in a south¬ 
westerly direction. One of the lights 
seemed to me as it was in charge, as 
it was away from the other lights. It 
started fading out once the others were 
gone. *

f then stopped the car and looked out 
to see four bright lights. I arrived 
at my neighbours and we watched as one 
light ascended up past the others and 
remained still.

Grant and his wife also witnessed the orange 
li^-ihts that were seen all over Loganholme 
on Saturday night between 8.00 and 8.30pm. 

"I went outside with my wife and family 
dog into the front yard to give our dog 
a nature call....my wife said 'Look at 
that!' I looked to the SSU at about 3.S 
degrees and saw four orange-red coloured 
balls in a formation as shown in my dia 
gram. They were bright but were varied 
in brightness. 1 ran next door to get 
our neighbour to look also whilst my 
wife continued to watch. I came back 
within 20 to 30 seconds to find the posi¬ 
tion of the lights had changed a little 
as shown in my sketch. Ue watched together 
for a total of eight minutes until the 
four objects or lights vanished. They 
appeared to get smaller and in the last 
seconds of viewing they also climbed 
from 35 to 60 degrees before disappearing. 
Not a sound other than normal background 
sound was heard by me." 

Kerry added; 

". . . .Uhen the light on the right moved 
over towards the other groijr* '.’here they 
all seemed to go in the vertical line. 
They then moved back to the original 
shape. Then the light on the right faded, 
the other two lights on the bottom started 
to flicker and eventually faded out. 
Leaving one light; which appeared to rise 
in the sky and pull away in the distance

REF>ORTS OF* A GREEN 
ORaECT* OV/ER THE 
SOUTH EAST CORNER OF’ 
QUEENSLAND 


As mentioned, quite a few people witnessed 
a green flash on Saturday night and some 

saw both the green flash an a green object 
flying in the sky. Greg Thompson, owner of 

the Springwood observatory, states that people 
who saw the green lighfc(s) observed the result 
of a meteor shower which entered the earth's 
atmosphere. POPPY CX)KI Gregg is the chap, 
who (a few years back) said that Father Gill 
was viewing Venus and that the thirty or so 
witnesses only wrote down their reports to 
please him. How narrow minded can you get! 
So far, of the reports received, none of them 
fit the description of a meteor shower, space 
junk or lights being flashed up through tele* 
scopes (SEB THE NBUSPAPBR REPORT *UPOs BUZZ 
LOOM • ) . 

Andrew, a 13 year old kid, and his friend, 

Warren, a 12 year old, saw both the green 

flash and the object. Bamon, the third school 
kid, was in the tent at the time of the in¬ 
cident. He was awoken by the bright groen 
light which penetrated the tent, bathing every¬ 
thing inside it green. 

Andrew reported: 

"It was about 12.15 when we saw a green 
light It was like a football. ... it was 
the strongest light all around the 
mountain it was green. Everything was 
green." 

Warren reported: 

"The approximate time was 12.I5am and 
my friend and 1 were lying next to the 
campfire. I was looking at the sky for 
shooting stars when a UFO flew over our 
heads from thti west and stayed still 
for at least 30 to 40 seconds. Then it 
flew off up into the clouds." 

> Now, does that object move and behave like 
a meteorite?

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Ufology in Eire 

A Status Report by 

Pat Delaney and Anne Griffin 


In this first article, we will underline the current state of ufology in Ireland 
and explain why we set up the first BDFORA Branch outside of the UK mainland. 


In July of 1989, Pat and I became 
members of BUFORA. This came about one 
day as we were having a discussion on 
UFOs and the possibility of life on 

other planets. For the past fifteen or 

more years we have both shared one 
common interest; i.e. UFOs. We wanted to 
increase our knowledge on this 

fascinating subject and suddenly we got 
the urge to probe deeper. Somewhere out 
in the vast regions of space was a 
place, an organisation, waiting for us 
to discover them. 

This was no easy task as we both knew 
that Ireland had no officially 

recognized UFO organisation to look 
after our needs. At this time, I was 
engrossed in a book called, 'UFOs ~ THE 
FIRST FORTY YEARS*, which was written by 
the world-renowned, and very 

distinguished ufologist, Jenny Randles. 
Jenny was later tg have a great effect 
on our becoming UFO investigators. At 
the back of this book was BUFORA's 
address, and we both knew at once that 
this was for us, so we wrote off for 
application forms and joined 

immediately. 

First Case 

For a couple of months there was 
nothing doing. We were still receiving 
our UFO TIMES regularly, but that was 
all, until one day, the Director of 
Investigations beckoned us by letter. In 
this letter, Jenny asked us if we would 
be interested in becoming provisional 
BUFORA Accredited Investigators for 
Ireland. She presented us with our first 
case of a UFO sighting which took place 
in Dublin a year before we joined. As 
this was our first-ever case, we are 


glad to say that it was investigated 
thoroughly and satisfactorily: we had 
passed the test and made it to full 
Accredited Investigator status, proudly 
awaiting the arrival of our A. I. cards 
from Jenny. 

Over the past two years, we have 
investigated three cases of UFO 
sightings for BUFORA in Ireland. The 
types of individual who make reports 
come from all walks of life. For us, the 
most interesting and most fascinating 
one we worked follows afther this 
article. 

At the time of the sighting - November 
1990 - we were, for various reasons, 

unable to interview in person, the girls 
in question, so we sent them an R1 form 
along with our own set of questions, but 
to which we did not receive a reply 
until January 1991. This is what we call 
an "open" case. We thrive on cases like 
these because there is "a lot left to be 
told". 

In this case, as in many others, we 
found the witnesses to be sincere and 
honest. Generally *speaking, the people 
who contact u% have indicated that they 
are afraid to talk about their sightings 
to unsimpathetic persons, because in the 
past, when they approached someone whom 
they thought would be sympathetic to 
their story, it turned out they were 
ridiculed and laughed at. One couple 
actually told us that they were happy to 
know that we were part of a responsible 
UFO group and they felt very much at 
ease talking to us. They heard about us 
on another radio show and consequently 
phoned Pat afterwards and told him they 
were anxious to talk to us. 


UFO Times 
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ui course, scepticism aoounas in 
Ireland, as it does elsewhere when it 
comes to UFOs, The very mention of the 
word UFO and the sceptics are branding 
the witnesses as *crazy*, 'imbeciles* or 
'fools*, etc., and intimidate them into 
believing that is what they are (note 
1). It is no wonder that witnesses are 
scared and frightened to report UFO 
sightings and it is up to investigators 
to have a responsible attitude to 
witnesses regardless of whether or not 
they're telling the truth. Even if the 
witnesses are lying about a sighting - 
and most A.Is. would be able to tell if 
they were ^ we have no right to brand 
them as crazy. Every art must have its 
critics, but these critics/sceptics do 
ufology more harm than good: some of the 
cricism can be very damaging to BUFORA, 
to the witnesses, to investigators and 
to the subject of ufology. 

Getting Started 

Once we had become A. Is. for Ireland, 
we began to wonder how we could let 
people know we exist and how to put 
ourselves on the UFO research map. 

We thought that the best way to get 
started was to form a branch of BUFORA 
here in Ireland and call it BUFORA 
IRELAND, For the time being, it would 
consist of two branch officers, Pat and 
myself and build from that. 

We decided to affiliate ourselves to 
BUFORA as we are in constant contact 
with them and also because of the 
encouragement and help we have received 
from them, especially Jenny when we were 
starting up. 

After this, we thought the best way to 
publicise ourselves was to advertise, 
but in this day and age nothing comes 
free, especially in advertising; or so 
we thought. It so happened that the 
Cable TV Company which supplied cable TV 
to Dublin and the surrounding areas had 
a service called 'Cablelink Community 
Noticeboard*, which puts out free 
advertisments for customers wishing to 
advertise a service in their area. So I 
put my thinking cap on, and with a 
little help from Pat, wrote an ad. to 
announce ourselves on cable TV. About a 
week later, our ad. appeared on the 
small screen, and, at long last, we were 


Laiiiuus LUL a wiixie. 

At the height of our fame, we decided 
to hire a post office box number for a 
year - which we have now had since March 
*91 - in order to deal with resulting 
queries, and from the number of letters 
we received through it, a lot of people 
have some sort of interest in UFOs. Most 
of the letters which we receive are 
mainly queries about UFOs, although we 
are also asked about crop-circles and 
the Bermuda Triangle since these are 
also popular topics. Some of the letters 
have actually been reports of UFO 
sightings from Dublin and a few other 
places in the country. 

The reports of the sightings which we 
received have been investigated fully by 
us and the case files are now catalogued 
in BUFORA*s computer database, where 
they will remain until time immemorial. 

People who have written to us have 
said that they saw our ad, on TV, so 
this goes to prove that there is a long- 
awaited need for a UFO information 
network in Ireland; people like to be 
kept informed of what's happening in UFO 
circles in Ireland and around the world. 

In April this year, a wonderful 
opportunity came about for us to really 
advertise BUFORA IRELAND: we were 

approached by the National Radio 
Service, Radio 2 FM, to do a three 
minute slot on one of their nighttime 
discussion shows and talk about UFOs and 
people's reaction to them, especially in 
Ireland, The DJ, whose show we appeared 
on, was so impressed with us that he 
gave us a 20 minute slot instead of the 
original 3 minutes. After we had left 
the radio studios, we both felt very 
happy with the way the interview went. 
We had achieved in making BUFORA IRELAND 
known throughout the length and breadth 
of Ireland and we were proud of 
ourselves, BUFORA and all those 
associated with it. It was an experience 
that neither of us will ever forget and 
will certainly remember if ever we are 
abducted by aliens!

This was now October, and five 
months on, we have received no 
communication from the newspaper 
concerned. A photographer friend of 
ours, who happened to work for the same 
newspaper, was sympathetic to us when he 
heard our story. His reply to us was: 
"In all honesty, they won't give you any 
information because they're too busy 
printing rubbish". 


In the past, there have been stories 
in the local newspapers pertaining to 
UFO sightings in Ireland. Only recently, 
in June of this year, one such story 

appeared under the heading of, 'UFOs 

Over Dublin*. Briefly, it was about a 
Polish immigrant - who currently runs a 
restaurant in Dublin - who claims to 
have seen UFOs over Dublin from a 
rooftop in 1986. A copy of this 

newspaper story is in our files, but 
naturally we decided that we would 
follow up this case. At. the close of the 
article, the man was shown to possess 

newspaper cuttings of UFO sightings from 
all over the world and he said he would 
be willing to talk to anyone in Ireland 
who was interested in the topic. 

On the Saturday when the story 
appeared, I quickly typed a letter off 
to the newspaper in question explaining 
who we were and would they forward us 


We are inclined to agree with him. 
This is a 'dead' case simply because we 
have been prevented from interviewing 
this man and because of a total lack of 
courtesy and a lack of cooperation by 
the media. One wonders why they printed 
the story in the first place if they 
weren't prepared to give the 
information to those who wish to take a 
deeper look at the case, i.e. BUFORA 
IRELAND. 

As you can see, our faith in the media 
is practically zilch and we try to avoid 
them in our investigations wherever 

possible. 

Finally, just to let all you 
ufologists out there know that we 

will try anything once: we have just 
completed our first ever paranormal 

experience case, of which we will 

let you know the outcome in a future

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FORT ITAIPU (BRAZIL) INCIDENT 

By Jim Melesciuc 

The Account : 

On 3 Nov. 1957, during a quiet moonless night, two sentries were 
on duty as the army garrison at Itaipu, Brazil, was peacefully 
asleep. One of thpm suddenly spotted a new "star” burst into 
brilliant life over the ocean. The sentries watched the bright orange 
light until they realized it was an object traveling towards them at a 
terrific speed. About a thousand feet above them the UFO abruptly 
reduced speed and slowly drifted down, its huge round bulk cast an 
eerie orange glow and etched each man's shadow against the illuminated 
ground between the heavy cannon turrets. Both men stood, their eyes'" 
wide with surprise, seemed glued to the ground, with guns hanging 
limply in their hands. A scant three hundred feet above their heads 
the weird object was larger in diameter than the wingspread of a DC‘3, 
but round and disc shaped, and encircled by an eerie orange glow. 

It had been silent on its approach, but then a steady hum, like that 
of generator was heard and a scorching heat enveloped the two 
sentries. One of them collapsed and the other, screaming from pain 
and fear, threw himself under a cannon for shelter. Both later told 
authorities that they had felt as though their clothing were bn fire 
and the heat was suffocating. The soldier who found shelter lapsed 
into hysteria, screaming a warning to others in the fort. Inside the 
installation everything was confusion, men and officers trying to 
reach their battle stations. 

Suddenly the lights throughout the fort went out. Then the 
emergency power generator was located and turned on, but it 
iiwnediately failed. Confusion changed to widespread panic as men 
tried to reach the outside to investigate the screams emanating from 
there. Then the lights came back on and several of the men reached 
the outside and found the sentries. They also saw an orange light 
climbing vertically and soar out back toward the Atlantic Ocean. 

Both sentries, suffering from second and third degree burns over a 
large portion of their bodies, were put under medical care at a 
hospital in Rio de Janeiro. On the next day, the fort c ander, an 
army colonel, issued orders forbidding discussion of the incident. 
Intelligence officers came and took charge, working frantically to 
silence everyone. 

Three weeks after the incident Dr. Pontes, N.D., and Brazilian 
representative of APRO, was contacted by an army officer who was at 
the fort on the night of the incident. The officer reported the 
incident to Pontes. However, Dr. Pontes' attempts to get at the two 
sentries, still at Central Hospital two months later, were futile. 

Dr. Fontes set out to establish ^ few facts which were reported in 
a short paper titled - UFO WeaponsfComments On Technical Aspects 
Involved. In part he states, "The evidence at hand indicates that 
UFOs possess means of creating in the ignition systems of automobile 
and aircraft internal combustion engines secondary currents powerful 
enough to destroy the synchronization of spark-plug action and thus 
stall engines; that they can interfere at will with radio transmitters 
and receivers, electric current generators, telephone lines and all 
electrical circuits.... In other cases witnesses reported that they 
were 'electrified,' 'paralyzed by an electric current',' or felt a 
sensation of heat....” 
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As mentioned earlier sighting activity is currently at a low ebb with 
only 4 unidentified cases so far this year. The first report was from King 
Island on January 13th when several witnesses reported an erratic white light 
that went east at first, then back towards the west before disappearing in the 
south west. The sighting lasted about 10 minutes. Another large light was 
reported by two witnesses whilst travelling to Lefroy on March I9th at 11pm, a 
round orange to yellow light appeared ahead of their car, went out, only to 
reappear some kilometres further on. The round light disappeared behind a 

nearby hill leaving a brief glow in the sky. 

A more complex series of reports came from two Bruny Island witnesses 
on May 21st. Over a period of a couple of hours that evening they watched a 
number of orange lights that moved back and forth in their northern sky. The 
lights seemed to appear in pairs and would be visible moving in a level path 
across the sky for a minute or so before they went out. One pair of lights 
came south and looked to be just north of the witnesses viewing point. Checks 
by the Centre showed there was no aircraft movements in the area. 
Investigation included a visit to the witnesses home but no obvious 

explanation was found for the lights. 

v;hat was it that visited one of Hobart’s Eastern Shore ovals in the 
early hours of Tuesday September 17th. To date the case remains unexplained 
but we have only one witness despite the fact that the report occured in a 

built up area only a few kilometres from the city centre. The sighting 
location is in parkland alongside one of Hobart’s major sporting ovals. The 

event taking place over the parking area for service vehicles at the ground. 
This area is laid with honeycombed concrete which allows grass to grow through 
the gaps to give a lawn like appearance. 

Our witness who lives nearby had been up about 4am as his mother had to 
be taken to hospital, it was as the ambulance was leaving that he noticed a 
flash of light by the sports oval. After going inside his house he looked out 
and noticed flashing lights near ground level alongside the oval. He was not 
sure if the lights were at ground level or at the height of the bushes of 2 to 
3 mts. 


The witness could see a line of flashing green, red, and orange lights, 
in the centre above these lights was a larger bright round red light. Added to 
this was a beam of light that came from somewhere in between the line of 
lights and the red light, this beam was going back and forth across the 
parkland showing up the bushes and trees clearly. 

The witness tried to find an explanation for the lights, thinking they 
may be a council rubbish truck. However after maybe a minute all the lights 
went out except the top. red light. The red light started to spin faster and 
faster then moved gradually up vertically, it then angled out to the right 
over the Derwent River. In a second or two the rapidly spinning red light had 
disappeared, the witness could not determine if it went off into the distance 
or just switched off. 

The sighting area was visited 3 days after sighting but nothing to 
readily explain the case was noted. A number of dark curved marks were found 
on the honeycomb concrete but investigators suspect this was from motorists 
doing "Wheelies". Samples of the marks were taken for later analysi

HISTORY

At this point perhaps it may be opportune to present a brief history of the 
Victorian U.F.O. Research Society. 

The earliest U.F.O. group to form in Australia was the “Australian Flying Saucer 
Bureau” under the direction of Edgar Jarrold and Andrew Tomas, in the early 
1950s. At the same time, Fred Stone inaugurated the “Australian Flying 
Saucer Research Society” in Adelaide. After approximately two years the 
Bureau closed down and was regarded as a branch of the “Australian Flying 
Saucer Research Society” under Andrew Tomas. This shortly broke from 
Adelaide and became the “Australian U.F.O. Investigation Centre” with Dr. 
Clifford at its head until 1958, when the Presidency passed to Dr. Lindtner. 

The “Australian Flying Saucer Research Society (Victorian Branch)” was 
formed on the 17th February, 1957 as a branch of the “Australian Flying 
Saucer Research Society” and later that year was re-organised as the 
“Victorian Flying Saucer Research Society” with Mr. Peter E. Norris L.L.B. as 
President. In 1968 the name was again altered - this time to the “Victorian 
U.F.O. Research Society’.’ 

During this time, the Society has published various papers and is probably 
best known for its publication Australian Flying Saucer Review, curtailed in 
1972 due to high costs and subsequently superseded by the Australian U.F.O. 
Bulletin and at one stage sponsored and produced a quarter-hour program 
on a Melbourne radio station under the heading of “The TTuth Behind Flying 
Saucers’.’ 

In 1978, following the resignation of A/lr. Peter Norris the current executive, 
Mrs. Judith Magee, Messrs. Paul Norman and Clive Yates, was placed in con¬ 
trol, ensuring the continuing prosperity of V.U.F.O.R.S. The Society has held a 
dispassionate attitude on U.F.0.S, claiming it is a scientific problem deserving 
closer attention. It has also met regularly in general meetings and discussion 
nights and maintained the largest U.F.O. library in the southern hemisphere. 
Unfortunately, the loss of books, probably due to the high cost of postage has 
forced V.U.F.O.R.S. to discontinue this service to members. 

Membership of this Society - which maintains the largest membership of 
any U.F.O. organisation in the Southern Hemisphere - is open to all who are 
genuinely interested in the subject. 
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
